took a train to New York to find someone who would buy the oil. I soon became acquainted 
with a knoxtfledgeable ; man in charge of refining of Harry Sinclair's company. At that time I 
always stayed in the -field where we were drilling nearly all of the time. In drilling the first 
well I had been getting the heavy black oil on my hands as I would turn the pumps on heavier or 
less and from the oil on the pipe we were drilling with. When I did succeed in getting the 
sticky oil off my hands, I found the skin on both hands was vastly improved. The hand which 
accumulated the most oil was the most improved. 

In New York I told the man with Sinclair who was in charge of their refining that this oil 
had some properties which would be in demand by makers of cosmetics. He was so impressed that 
he gave me an order for 45,000 barrels a day, which would take care of the companies which had 
already brought in oil. About four of them were major companies. I later learned the Sinclair 
buyer soon had many buyers for oil who were interested in the cosmetic properties of the oil, 
and he was very successful in the selling of the oil which had the reputation for being valu- 
able in making cosmetics. 'The "Tullos-Urania" field had no pipeline outlet and the sales were 
for movement by tarikcars. I developed a movement of train-load shipments to the Gulf Coast 
area and some other refining areas. 

My experiences in selling a mixed crude oil for making cosmetics enabled me to put In a 
gathering system and sell to the Sinclair buyer the first oil ever produced in the East Texas 
Field, the greatest oil reserve ever discovered up to then.
